THE IRREFRAGABLE 
OF OPTIMISTS. 

Last month we listed here the prize 
pessimists, or at least the outstand- 
ing ones.

Answer—If the clothing is visibly 
soiled it should be washed, dry cleaned 
or sponge! and pressed. ‘This will 
make it safe to wear. If it is not 
visibly soiled, it is safe to wear. With 
the exception of vermin, clothing prob- 
ably never carries disease. Furs may 
be hung for a day in the sun to dis- 
pose of any germ~ on them.

We'll take 
one of the shrewdest of the group, 
a wealthy individual who is a large 
bond buyer, but who occasionally spec 
ulates in stocks. His experienced ac- 
tivity shows exactly what speculation 
means. Six weeks later the writer 
was in this man’s office. His desk 
was covered with a mass of reporis 
on sugar companies and the sugar 
industry. He was speculating in the 
true sense; that is, he was looking 
into sugar before putting in a penny, 
turning a deaf ear to rumors, steadily 
piling up information from _ reliable 
sources. Some sugar stocks had ad- 
vanced since that New York dinner, 
but et Christmas this man had bouglit 
nothing. 

“IT know very little about sugar,’ 
he explained. “IT can’t afford to 
gamble. Certainly, I'd take our 
friend's word. if he advised specifically 
to buy or sell. But he said only that 
he believed sugar stocks would go up, 
and his advice meant simply to inves- 
tigate sugar stocks. not to gamble 
in them on rumor. Looking into any- 
thing thoroughly or getting the cout- 
sel of reliable persons who have looke:l 
into it thoroughly, and then buying 
or selling, that’s speculating. To do

‘Involved Rituals Feature 


': ANOINT THEMSELVES AND FAST BEFORE FISHING :: 


Lives of Nootka Indians 


Chicago, March 25.—(#)—Before 
the Nootka Indian, who lives on the 
west coast of Vancouver island, goes 
out to catch a mess of fish, he anoints 
himself with unguents and oils, fasts 
for a time and carries out a com- 
plicated ritual which he believes will 
bring success to his venture. 

The primitive people, Dr.-E. Sapir, 
of the University of Chicago, today 
told the central section of the Ameri- 
can Anthropological association, pre- 
cede almost every common act by an 
involved ritual. 

“This belief in the occult or super- 


forms an anthropological question 
which the scientific world knows little 
about, he said. 

The ceremony preceding the har- 
pooning of a whale is extremely com- 
plicated. It lasts for months and, 
among other things, consists of fast- 
ing for a four-day stretch, building 
effigies of the harpoon and canoe to 
be used. The warrior who is to pér- 


natural manner of controlling events | 


form the task also anoints himself 
with hemlock branches. 


If, after ail that, his success in 
whale hunting is indifferent, he tries 
another ritual. 

The entire procedure is called “osi- 
mich,” or seeret magic. Each .family 
usually has its own methods and they 
are scrupulously passed down to suc- 
ceeding generations. 

There must be “osimich” for get- 
(ing codfish with hooks; for catching 
halibut, digging bait, making hats, 
getting wealth, for finding a _ bear's 
den and other common acts of primi- 
tive living. 

The ritual usually starts out with 
this prayer: 

“Look down on me, 
“Hate pity on me, 
“Cause me to be alive.” 

The gathering, which will conclude 
tomorrow, will make plans for ex- 
tensive archaeological explorations in 
the middle western states, and the ef- 
forts are expected to be coordinated 
with the help of the National Researcl 
council, Washington. ,

Armour Grain 
Records Ordered 
Betore Inquiry 


Chicago, March 25.—(£)—Subpenas 
directing the Armour Grain company, 
which was held responsible for the 
$3,000,000 failure of the Grain Mar- 
keting corporation in 1924, to pro- 
duce its 1923 elevator records for ex- 
amination were ordered late today by 
the Illinois legislative investigating 
coLimittee, after the first day’s pub- 
lic hearing. 

Harry C. Mallory, former elevator 
weighman for the Armour Grain com- 
pany, told of alleged under-cover paper 
transactions in grain, the raising of 
grades of grain, by which, he said, 
the company profiting several cents. a 
bushel, the burning of records ~: 
“elevator C”’ at which he was em- 
ployed and of his acecosting General 
Superintendent George ‘Thompson, 
with charges of “gyping” the publie. 

Frank McCarthy, of Elgin, acting 
chairman of the investigating eommit- 
tee, said when Mallory had finished, 
that “the seriousness of the charges 
made by Mallory demanded immediate 
subpenaing of Armour records.” 

Adjournment until next Friday, he 
said the committee in the meantime 
would also summon J. Ogden Armour 
and others of the Armour Grain com- 
pany. 

Mallory told of “full paper’ and 
“part paper” transactions, by which 
grain would be recorded § as_ trans- 
ferred, without having been moved. 
During this fictitious transaction, he 
said, grade 4 wheat would be raised 
to grade 2 wheat. In 19235. before the 
merger of the Armour Grain com- 
pany and the Rosenbaum Brothers, 
and Rosenbaum corporation, he said 
1.200.000 bushels of lower grade 
was transferred from the private bins 
of the Armour Grain company to 
rublie bins in the Armour elevators, 
where it was given a higher grade. 
Half of that amount, he said, was 
never touched. 

Mallory told that various precau- 
tions were taken by the board of 
trade weighman, and employees in the 
elevator to prevent discovery of the 
“paper” transfers. ‘They were al- 
Ways ready. he said, to start actual 
work the instant an alarm was given.
